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SEVEN STEPS TO PLENTY 


This series of illustrations has two purposes. First, it presents the 
need in 1952 for reaching the highest farm output in American history and 
develops seven steps important to achieving the over-all goal. The seven 
steps themselves emphasize good farm practices, more essential than ever this 
year because of the need for higher yields on land now being farmed. 


Second, the cartoon-type drawings have been specially prepared so they 
can be reproduced to carry their messages more widely to farmers and those 
who serve and supply agriculture. They have been especially designed for the 
use of Department agencies in the field, including Agricultural Mobilization 
Committees. In addition, they may be freely used by editors, television 
program directors, and others who disseminate visual information to the public. 
For example, the illustrations can be used in: 


--mimeographed, multilithed or printed information materials such 
as leaflets and posters 


--circular letters distributed to farmers 
—-farm magazines 

—newspaper farm pages 

--county agents' newspaper columns 


--slide film or film strip, projectors, or opaque projectors for 
Showing at local farmer meetings 


--television programs 
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
